On December 8, 1999, GTE South Incorporated ("GTE") and HTR&L Enterprises 

Inc. d/b/a Classic Telephone Co. (''HTR&L") submitted to the Commission their I 

negotiated resale agreement. HTR&L is purporting to adopt the resale agreement 

between GTE and Now Communications, Inc. ("NCI"), which was approved by the 

Commission in Case No. 99-406.' The adoption letter, which appears to comprise the 

only document memorializing the parties' principal agreement, was negotiated pursuant 

to the Telecommunications Act of 1996 ("1996 Act"), 47 U.S.C. Sections 251 and 252. 

Section 252(e) of the 1996 Act requires the parties to an interconnection agreement 

adopted by negotiation to submit the agreement for approval to the Commission. 

The Commission has reviewed the agreement and finds that no portion thereof 

discriminates against a telecommunications carrier not a party to the agreement. The 

Commission also finds that the implementation of the agreement is consistent with the 

public interest, convenience, and necessity.

GTE has received your Ater s,d ing that, under Section 252(i) of the 
Telecommunications Act of 1996, HTR & L Enterprises Inc., d/b/a Classic Telephone 
Co. (“CLASSIC”) wishes to adopt the terms of the Resale Agreement between NOW 
Communications, Inc. (“NOW) and GTE that was approved by the Commission as an 
effective agreement in the State of Kentucky in Case No. 99-406 (Terms).’ I understand 
you have a copy of the Terms. 

CLASSIC’S adoption of the NOW Terms shall become effective upon filing of this letter 
with the Kentucky Public Service Commission and remain in effect no longer than the 
date the NOW Terms are terminated. The NOW Terms are currently scheduled to 
expire on October 18, 2001. 

As these Terms are being adopted by you pursuant to your statutory rights under 
section 252(i), GTE does not provide the Terms to you as either a voluntary or 
negotiated agreement. The filing and performance by GTE of the Terms does not in 
any way constitute a waiver by GTE of the Terms nor does not in any way constitute a 
waiver by GTE of any claim it may have with respect to the 252(i) process, nor does it 
constitute a waiver of GTE’s right to seek review of any Terms that are interpreted 
contrary to the law. 

I * These “agreements“ are not agreements in the generallv accepted understanding of that teiin. GTE was required to 
accept these agreements, which were required to reflect the then-effective FCC rules.

GTE contends that certain provisions of the Terms may be void or unenforceable as a 
result of the United States Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals July and October, 1997 
decisions, the Supreme Court of the United States' decision of January 25, 1999 and 
the remand of the pricing rules to the United States Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Should CLASSIC attempt to apply such conflicting provisions, GTE reserves its rights 
to seek appropriate legal and/or equitable relief, Should any provision of the Terms be 
modified, such modification would likewise automatically apply to this 252(i) adoption.
